THE FORCE BILL 


WILL NOW COME UP BEFORE THE 
SENATE, 


WHERE A FIGHT WILL BE MADE

To Keep It From Being Enacted Into a Law 
—The Teast tcBe One of Personal En- 
durance Between the Parties. 


Wasuinotron, July 3.—{Special.]—There 
was a dead calm in both houses of congress 
today, after the storm of yesterday. 

- Indeed, there were so few meinbers of the 
, house present that it could do no business 
and adjourned over until Monday. 

The senaté did like Wise. 

The democrats of both houses are discussing 
nothing today but the features of the vicious 
force bill, and its prospects of passing the 
‘senate at this session. As the bill passed the 
house, it was just as Reed wantelit. It pro- 
vides for federal drums and federal bayo- 
nets around all the southern polling places, 
whenever the republican supervisor asks for 
them. The Dill; in the . language of 
many democrats, is a thousand 
times worse than the ‘‘force bill,”’ 
killed in the 43d congress. by the efforts of 
that grandest of democrats, the late Samuel 
J. Randal}. It willsimply plage the entire 
-south under the rules of republican federal 
supervisers reinforced by anarmy of blue 
coats with burnished bayonets. 

A CANDID OPINION, 

The’Critic, the democratic paper of Wash- 
fneton, says this afternoon, in speaking of 
Reed and Lodge: 

They do not know, even approximately, the 
character, the courage, the devotion and resources 
of the peaple whom they propose to override, 
whose rights they fatuously imagine they can 
take for playthings, Those people are stronger 
now than they were fifteen years ago, when Grant, 
with all his’ tenacity Of purpose, and his 
reserves of force and material, could not 
manage them. They are wiser as well as stronger, 
and they have, besides, the tremendous prestige of 
occupation. The gleam of the bayonet is in every 
section and paragraph of. the force bill, ‘but 
the bayonet itsel— “will have to gleam on every 
square foot of ground beyond the Potomac before 
that bill cam be made to return to the conspirators 
who concocted it one fraction of the ignobie and 

bhorrent profit. they expect.” 

The passage of the bill through the house is 
due solely to those democrats who preferred to 
carouse on Tuesday rather than attend to 
their duties. Had they been in their 
places and voted for the Lehil- 
bah amendment, providing for the 
enforcement of the provisions of the bill in 
every distriet of the United States, the 
measure would have been killed yesterday. 

Should the bill become a law, the democrats 
are going to give the republicans their own 
medicine by having it enforced in every district 
of the country. This, they believe, will make 
the next congress almost unanimously in favor 
of repealing it. 

THE FIGHT IN THE SENATE. 

The next tight on the bill will be made in 
tlie senate. There are many senators who do 
not belieye the senate will ever take up the 
bill for serious consideration. Among them 
are some republicans, but they are the men 
who oppose the measure. Notwith- 
standing this talk, the chances are 
that the bill will come up, and such men as 
Sherman and Chandler, and those men of their 
ilk, are determined that it shall become a law 
before this session ends, 

The senate rules will, however, not be 
changed. Ingalls and Edmunds would never 
agree to that. The fighgjs to be one of endur- 
ance. Debate in the senate is. unlimited, and 
if the democrats have the nerve and powers of 
eudurance the bill can never pass. However, 
the republicans will test the strength of the 
‘democrats in the most.severe mauner.. The 
plan of the republicans-is now to debate the 
quest'on for a short While, and if it becomes 
evident that the democrats’ plan is to 
talk the bill to death, to test 
their powers of endurance by keeping the sen- 
ate in continuous session for days and weeks 
and months, without adjournment or recess, 
day or night, until the democrats weaken from 
exhaustion. The republican senators will not 
speak, nor will they remain in the chamber. 

“They will simply keep one or two men on 
guard, and when the last democrat gives out 
Will call the vote. 

A QUESTION OF ENDURANCE. 

Under this programme, if-carried out, the 
defeat of the bill depends entirely upon the 
nerve and powers of endurance of the demo- 
cratic senators. But to defeatit, the demo- 
cratic senators must keep up a continued flow 
of oratory without intermission day or night, 
not even Sundays, for fully two months.. The 
republicans are already boasting that the 
democrats will give up the fight before the 
end of the first thirty days, but ’tis quite cer- 
tain that such men as Morgan and Butler will 
never succumb as long as they are able te say 
@ word, 

The fight will be a very interesting one, and 
and is looked forward to with much interest.

The Criticism of a South American Causes 
Mr. Hawley to Lose His Temper. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—In the senate Mr. Allison 
moved that the adjournment today be till Mon- 
day. Mr. Edmunds and Mr. Sherman opposed the 
motion and Messrs. Plumb aud Gorman adyo- 
cated it, and it was agreed to. 

At2o’clock ‘‘unfinished business” was taken 
up, it being two postal and ship subsidy bills. 

Mr. Vest continued his argument against the 
bills. Referring to Mr. Blaine’s anxiety in the 
matter, he said that he was as anxious as Mr. 
Blaine to bring back the supremacy of the United 
States on the océan, and as to the carrying on of 
trade he was as anxious as Mr. Blaine 
to open the ports of South America to 
American products. He sincerely desired anex- 
tension of commerce, and that the American flag 
might again be seen in every port and on every 
sea. But the question was one asto the means to 
bring about that end.

He (Mr. Vest) was 
opposed to them in toto. He had seen in a New 
York newspaper, last week, a statement ascribed 
to Mr. Blaine that he would give ene year of his 
life for two hours on the floor of the American 
senate on this question.

The conference reports on the agricultural ap- 
propriaftion bill was presented and agreed to. 

The senate, at 4:50, adjourned till Monday. 


Done Nothing Yet. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Another unavailingicon- 
ference over the silver bill was held this morning, 
lasting one hour anda half, One of the members 
says the time was spent, ag it was yesterday, in a 
general discussion of the financial situation, and 
that no proposition was presented and pressed 
with any particular force. An adjournment was 
taken at noon until Saturday morning. Itis said 
previous to that time, that republican 
members of the conference will hold 
& meeting, with the view to agreeing 
upon some basis ofaction. One of the questions 
upon which the conferees are divided is said to be 
wifether onty the certificates to be issued in ac-~ 
cordance with the bill shall be made legal tender, 
or all certificates outstanding previous to the 
approval of the bill as well. Mr. Walker, 
one of the house conferees, is credited 
with having suggested that the bill 
Should i require customs duties to be 
paid in gol aione, but that was ruled out, on the 
ground that its consideration would open ap ais. 
cussion upon the matter, not properly. included 
within the scope of the bills beiore the confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Bland, of the house conferees, is quoted as 
Saying that the only serious difference between 
the house and senate conferees relates to the 
bullion redemption clause. 


LODGE JUMPS UP AGAIN, 


And Calis for a Report of His Bill, But 
Does Not Get It. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—In the house, Mr. Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, asked for a report of the federal 
election bill as passed with marginal notes.

Who Has the Authority? 

CHicAGo, July 3.—The world’s fair committee 
finished its labors this morning. Its business was 
chiefly of a routine character. It was decided 
that the next meeting of the commission should 
be held on October 8th, un!ess sooner convened by 
the president. The Journal says that a conflict of 
authority as to the appointment of a director 
general of the fair has risen between the nationa) 
commission and the local board of directors. The 
latter claims the right, under the articles of in- 
corporation issued by the state of Hlinois, while 
the former cliims the authority under the act of 
congress in relation to the fair. The Journal has 
interviews with a number of the commissioners 
on the subject, the general consensus of whose 
views is to the effect that while the act does not 
give the authority in express terms, it does so by 
implication. 
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The School Book Trust in Virginia. 

RICHMOND, Va., July 3.—[{Special.]—The state- 
ment published to the effect that the school book 
trust, organized in New York in April last, by un- 
fair means secured the adoption of their books by 
the school board of Virginia, is denied most em- 
vhatically by all those interested. Indeed, from 
an explanation made by an official of that body, 
the acon of the Virginia board in. adopting the 
new lists for the next féur years is not mandatory 
upon the tchools. Each county or city board in 
the state is left to choose for itself whether the 
lists of books, some of which have been in use for 
the past twenty years, shall be continued.

The report@show 
that from five to six per cent less cotton has been 

planted than last year. The condition is about 
orty-four per cent better than last.year. The 
crop istwoor three weeks earlier. The weather 
has been all that could be desired. The crop is 
clean and,clear of grass, labor being abundant.

Cloak company’s place, at 394 Broadway, were 
going to work. These firms are two of the 
largest in the trade and are battling in the | 
front row of the.

When their 
employes tried to enter the shops they were 
surrounded by the strikers, who forbade them, 
with vehement gesticulations, to enter. Some | 
were frightened away by the crowd and 
escaped, while those who persisted in the 
effort to enter the shops were seized and hus- 
tled away by force. Ina few minutes Broad- 
way, for two blocks, was the scene of a dozen 
running fights.

The working cloak makers, however, 
generally got the worst of it,..Around Meyer

A STRIKER FATALLY WOUNDED. 
Abraham Rosenberg and a crowd of about 
150 other striking tailors visited the tailoring 
shop of A. Dillett, of 19 Eldridge street, this 
forenoon, and began an indiscriminate attack 
upon Dillett, his wife and workmen in the 
shop. Dillett defended himself with his re- 
volver. He fired into the crowd and shot 
Rosenberg in the back, inflicting a serieus and 
probably fatal wound. Resenberg was removed 
to Goyerneur hospital, and the coroner has 
been summoned to take Rosenberg’s anti 
inortem statement. 
Dillet closed his place against the strikers, 
ut they broke in and besidés beating the in- 
mates, they destroyed the goods upon which 
they were working, and threw them into the 
street. Three or four shots were fired by Dillet 
and it.is believed that some others of the 
strikers, as well as Rosenberg, were injured, 
but so far they have not been found. Eight or 
nine of the strikers were -arrested. There is 
considerable excitement on the east side of the 
city.

LONDON, July 3.—Mr. Smith, government leader,

*In the United States senate, two republi- 
cans from the new state of Montana, having 
no honest claim to seats, were admitted to 
swell the republican majority. This outrage 
was not perpetrated even under the forms of 
law, because their alleged credentials were 
notoriously defective and _ irregular. It 
was done because the necessities of the 
party<were supposed to demand it. For the 
same partisan reason democratic territories 
were éxeluded from statehood, while repub- 
lican territories having less population and 
fewer claims are being rapidly admitted. The 
party that deliberately approved the counting 
out of Samuel J. Tilden and Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, agd specially awarded the men who did 
it, does not seein to scruple at anything.

A Foreign View of Reed. 


George Alfred Townsend tells an interest- 
ing story of an Englishman’s visit to congress 
some years ago. 

The distinguished foreigner sat in- the 
house gallery, 4and listened to an important 
debate. The greatest men of the ‘nation 
made eloquent speeches, bristling with sta- 
tistics on one side of the question, and then 
Tom Reed came to the front. He did not 
stop toargue. He gave no facts or figures, 
made positive assertions, looked his oppo- 
nents in the face, shook his finger at them, 
and laughed at their statements. Heshowed 
a thorough contempt for the opposite side, 
and was bold and aggressive all the way 
through. 

After the debate was over Mr. Dorsheimer, 
of New York, asked the visitor what he 
thought of it. The Englishman was very 
frank. He said that very few of the de- 
baters impressed him. They had too little 
individuality. But Reed struck him. The 
man’s bulldog obstinacy, his courage and 
will power excited his admiration. Such a 
man, the Englishman thought, would dis 
tinguish himself and live in history, — 

This little incident is suggestive. No 
doubt Balfour and Bismarck would: have 
taken the Englishman’s view. The believers 
in the one man power—men wedded to the 
policy of force, feeling a contempt for a 
democratic government, sée in this bulldoz- 
ing politiciana man whose methods suit 
them. - But if Macaulay or the thoughtful 
DeTocqueville could come back they would 
see in such a triumph of bossism a menace 
to the republic, and an indication of‘ Weak- 
ness on the part of the guardians of our free 
institutions.

Monrosr, Ga., July 3,—[Special.]—The hot- 
test fight of the congressional campaign Was 
that at the court house in Monroe today. 

There was an old-fashioned gathering of the 
slans from every quarter of Walton county. 
Men left their plows in the furrows and their 
tools idle in the workshops, the professional 
men left their offices, and even the women and 
*he children talked politics. 

It was said to be the largest gathering of the 
grt ever held in the county. 
«About 600 people were inside the court 
house when Chairman Lon Stone called the 
meeting to order. 

Judge Stewart was introduced first by Mr. 
J. 0. A. Radford. In the course of his intro- 
ductory remarks, Mr. Radford criticized the 
gubtreasury bill. 4, 

“While John D. Stewart wa?at the helm of 
the state,”’ said he, “‘there were others in this 
district boring holes with their subtreasury 
gimlets in the bottom of the ship.” 

Judge Stewart made the strongest speech 
yet made by him in the canvass, devoting 
most of his time to the subtreasury bill. 

“You denounce the national banking system 
as class legislation. You say class legislation 
is wrong and undemocratic. Yet the sub- 
treasury bill is based on the perpetuity of that 
banking system. The theory is to right a 
wrong by doing wrong. My friend Livings- 
ton’s answer has been that as longas thé 
banks are chartered for sixteen years longer, 
just extend the xsystem to include the 
farmers. 

_ “Hedon’t know what he is doing. He 
founds his answer upon the assumption that 
the charters cannot be revoked, but 
they can be revoked, and all = yon 
need to revoke them is a democratic majority 
incongress. If you want relief from this 
banking system, don’t go into this wild scheme 


, of putting on more banking system, but stand 


‘shoulder to shoulder as democrats and work 
for a majority in the next congress. That is 
all we need. 

‘‘Banks now are required to keep twenty or 
twenty-five per cent of their capital stock in 
deposit. Now, these bankers can replace this 
twenty or twenty-five per cent of the money. 
with these treasury notes, which they get at 
one percent, and bank upon their reserve, 
loaning it out at seven and eight per cent to 
people who have no cotton to get money at the 
warehouses, Whenyou ask me to vote for 
that bill you ask me to help perpetuate the 
present banking system. My friends, a shrewd 
man drew that bill.”’ 

“You're right,”’ said the colonel. 

“You didn’t draw.it up.”’ 

The judge spoke at some length of the 
alliance. 

“They tell me I’m not an allianceman. 
Maybe I would be if I could.” 

“T’ll bet you would,” agreed the colonel 
with emphasis. 

Yes,” the judge came back, “and make 
just as good a one as you when I did get in.”’ 

The judge proposed that theré’ were only 
two points of difference between himself and 

Colonel Livingston. 

“First, that he’s a farmer; second, that he 
is running on a specific bill.” 

He declared that he wasin full sympathy 
with the object of the bill, but could not 
agree that the means proposed were best. 

“Macune and your other leaders say they 
want this or something better... Iamin favor 
of something better. I amin favor of doing 
away with this national banking system. I 
am in favor of revoking the charters. I am in 
favor of free silver. I amin favor of tariff 
reform.” * 

Judge Stewart made a caleulation showing 
that the cheap money under the subtreasury 
plan would cost over eleven per cent. He 
pointed out that any man who owned cotton—- 
not necessarily the producer—could deposit it 
in the warehouse and get money upon itand 
run up the prices. In reply to the argument 
that farmers could, by putting their cotton in 
warehouses, reap the benefit of an advance in 
prices, he showed by statistics that the Novem- 
ber sales of cotton, adding interest, were best 
WS an average. 

He believed the idea of locking up a bulk of 
the produce of the country was dangerous. 
He illustrated by the trial of a similar plan in 
France, which resulted in bloodshed and the 
repudiation of a national debt. The inevita- 
ble result would be toraise the price of the 
commodity locked up. A little more than 
fifty-six per cent of all we eatin Georgia 
conies from outside the state, and nearly half 
the population of the state are nonproducers. 

He dwelt upon the damage of marked fluc- 
tuation in prices, higher or lower, as more or 
tess was put in the warehouses. 

“We have pending now a bill to make real 
@state security. That’s safer than crops.” 

* The judge alluded again to the compromis- 

ing attitudes of the alliance Jeaders-Polk, 

Macune, Wardell and others—-at Washington. 

Wardell was a republican, nobody knew what 

Macune was, and Polk was a democrat. 

“Yet Polk told me only a few days ago, talk- 
ing about the subtreasury bill, ‘Stewart, we’ll 
have it or we’ll grind the democratic party 
into the face of the earth!’ 

“Only a few days ago the alliance at Huron, 
South Dakota, passed resolutions for women’s 
suffrage, increased pensions, and in fayor of 
declaring themselves an independent political 
party.” 

The point was that there was no unity of 
Purpose on the part of the alliance, and there 
was danger that ambitious leaders would place 
the organization in a false light. 

Not only that, but there could he no com- 
mon purpose between alliancemen of the south 
and west. 

“We want cheap grain and higher cotton.

And your leaders all want office.”’

In the silence of a second or two the ticki 
a clock at the speakers’ stand could be heard 
tinctly in the furthest corner of room. 

“Itis charged that I took up notes for subscrip- 
tion to the stock of the Covington and Macon, 
and that nobody knows where those notes are 
now—that I have never accounted for them all, 
That’s a lie!” 

There was a burst of applause that shook the 
building, and then a gentleman standing some 
distance from the platform was seen struggiin 
through the crowd, and excitedly waving ‘his 
hands and shouting: 

“I'm the man,” were the first words that could 
ee “I said it! Isaid it, and I can prove 

It looked for awhile as if a row was imminent. 
The man in the audience was Colonel 8. V. i 
ant, a prominent lawyer. He was restrained by 
those around him, but kept calling to be heard. 

“I accepted the presidency of the Covington 
and Macon,” continued Colonel Livingston, ‘‘in 
order to help give the people of this section a rail- 
road they needed. I got up those notes and turned 
them over to the treasurer of the 
road. Some time ago, when I first heard 
of this rumor I wrote to Colonel Machen to give 
me a letter acknowledging this, and the letter was 
printed in my home paper. You saw it. governor.”’ 

The remark was addressed to ex-Govyernor 
Henry D. McDaniel, in the audience.

The colonel retold the story of his part in the 
convention that nominated McDaniel. Then he 
proceeded to do. up the man that introduced 
J ude Stewart, and just here the colonel made a 
mistake. 

‘That s¢hool teacher that introduced my ffiend 
—what does he know about the subtreasury plan? 
That just shows how much prejudice there is 
against a farmer candidate.” 

“I’m not a scheol teacher,” corrected Mr. Rad- 
ford. ‘I’m a farmer.” 

‘‘He’s an allianceman,” put in another gentle- 
man sitting near by. : 

The colonel didn’t pursue the subject. He refer- 
red to Judge Stewart's promise to get out of the way 
at the end of two terms. 

“‘Don’t some of you remember two or three days 
before the primary in this county the wagons and 
the drivers and something in the bottom of the 
wagons?”’’ ; 

He replied to the charges about “fixing up” 
things when he finally decided not to run for gov- 
ernor. 

“Judge Stewart says the remedy for us is to re- 
peal class legislation. That’sastep in the right 
direction, but it don’t go farenough. The money 
is in the hands of a few men now, and just to re- 

eal this class legislation would leave it there. 
What we want is to get this money back into the 
hands of the people. ; 

“Judge Stewart asks me what I’ve done for the 
farmers. I ask him—what haven’t I done? With 
my hands and heart and head these many years— 
what haven't I done?”’ 

The colonel then defined the issue between him 
and Judge Stewart. P 

“What does m letter of announce- 
ment say? That the farmers of this dis- 
trict want an immediate representative upon 
the floor of congress. We grant that he has heen 
an honest man and done all he could, but he cau’t 
represent farmers like a farmer can. On a consti- 
tutional question he can represent you.better than 
I could, but he can’t represent the wishes and 
needs of farmers. That’s the difference between 
Judge Stewart and me. That’s it, plain and 
Straight.”’ 

Colonel Livingston quoted another instance of 
the prejudice against the farmers. 

‘‘Last night at Social Circle, when my friends 
asked fér the school house at Social Circle, they 
wouldn’t let them have it w:thout paying for it.

In the cities they have 
fine six story buildings for public mail facilities. 
Hexg a farmer rides five or ten miles through the 
heat or rain, or walks, after his mail. Any class 
legistation in that? 

‘‘Judge Stewart wants it sorter left to him to 
decide what's right for the farmers. Men, swear 
your congressmen. I’m not going to trust him to 


do what's right for the farmers, but I'll leave it to . 


youwfarmers, and you can Swear me to what you 
ylease.”’ 

' This was democracy, the colonebargued, because 
Jefferson said that “all legitimate power comes 
from the people.” 

He said that he had twice saved frem being 
abolished the department of agriculture of the 
state, and that in return for this service the 
farmers presented him with a watch costing $110, 
which he still wears. 

He repeated that he could do more in congress 


' now than Judge Stewart, because of the “peculiar 


circumstances and of his peculiar fitness.’ 

“This is the first time the farmers have ever had 
this chance,”’ he concluded. “It is the oppor- 
tunity of a life time. If you neglect it you will be 
hewers of wood and drawers of water justas long 
as you live.” 

Judge Stewart’s Conclusion. 

“JT am not to represent in congress,” said Judge 
Stewart in conclusion, “any one class of people. 
I shall represent allalike. My friend’s bid forthe 
farmer vote is bog moonshine—a fox squirrel 
could see through it. He can’t do all he says in 
congress. He can’t, in any mysterious way, 
change republicans there into democrats, or wipe 
outa an majority. Our hope of redemp- 
tion is Cleveland in ’92 and a democratic house 
after the coming election.”’ "

It Has Been Leased by the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia. 

The Louisville Southern has been leased by the 
East Tennessee.

NEW YORK, July 3.—President Thomas, of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road, says: 
“The Louisville Southern road, about 138 miles, 
from Louisville to a connection with the Cincin- 
nati Southern, has been leased to 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia.

The Day on the Floor of ne New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, July 3.—In the stock market to- 
day, the dullness whic ‘h has beena gréit fcature 
dt dealings fer the whole week, made further 
progress, and the dlay’s transactions were even 
smatier than those of yesterday, while there was 
even lesa feature to trading. In the railroad list 
dullness and stagnation reigned supreme, and not 
a singie fluctuation of interest took place. The 
only movement commanding attention was a sud- 
den drop in cotton oil certificates, whieh was 
caused by the publication yesterday nt the story 
about the hitch inthe proc eedings ch: anging the 
trust into a corporation. - Opening at 29%, it de- 
clined to 27';, but rallied to 284. “The new stock 
Rold at 26, and was afterward offered at 24, but the 
bést bid on the floor at the time was 20. No sale 
was effected at less than 21%, however, and_ the 
furry was soon over. Some trading in New Eng- 
Jand marked the afternoon’s dealings, and a slig ht 
fractional advance carried it above 50, but no other 
movement worthy of comment took pli ace during 
the entire session. The attitude in the streets isa 
waiting one on both sides, 
incline “1 to feel confident that July disbursements 
will oil the wheels of speculation, anda more active 
and higher jmarket is predicted after the holi- 
days, the bears are watching the railroad Situa- 
tion with much interest, and will. undoubtedly 
seek to make cap)tal out of any failure to Come to 
anagreement. The Central Traffic association 
having failed to settle the dressed beef question, 
and referred it again back to the trunk line, a case 
is expected to result from that action which will 
afford them an opportunity to point to the de- 
moralization of railroad rates,and by pressure and 
short sales get the market down again. Silver 
legislation now plays no part in the course of 
prices, and the rise which was caused by the first 
yrospect of it has about been lost. Buying of New 
England extended to Lackawanna, Atchison and 
some others, in the last hour, and imparted some 
life to the market, which had been practically dead 
during the rest of the day, and the close, while 
adull, was firm at about the best prices, which, 
however, were generally insignificant fractions 
from those of the opening. Among the specialties, 
the last prices show a marked improvement in 
some cases, and Pullmanis up 24, Wheeling and 
Lake Erie preferred 154, New England 1%, and 
Lackawanna 1 per cent.

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THE TEACHERS’ MONEY 


GHEY HAVE TO WAIT TILL WINTER 
TO GET IT. 


Judge Hook and the County Commissioners 
Working for the Teachers’ Relief— 
Some Interesting Plana. 


They want their money. 

And by the rule of simple justice they ought 
to have it. 

But unfortunately for the school teachers of 
Georgia, they must wait until pext winter be- 
fore they can get it. 

Here is a matter that is just at present com- 
manding the attention of every one who wields 
the rod over the state’s flourishing schools, 


“bearing as it does with great inconvenience 


apon the part the state plays in the sustenance 
pf the schools. 

The teachers are not paid promptly for their 
work during the three months of public 
tuition*® 

It’s the state’s fault. 

The teachers, instead of receiving their 
money from the state for teaching last term at 
the close of the term, wil] actually have to wait 
nntil next December, and, mast probably, 
later before they are paid out of the state’s 
treasury for their labors. 

The reason is that there is no money in 
the treasury belonging to the school fund and 
will not be until the taxes are paid in De- 
pember. 

This has been the case for years, 
teachers who teach in the state public schools 
have always been placed under these disad- 
yantages. 

AN EFFORT TO RELIEVE THEM. 

It is, in al! reason, a very great inconvenience 
for the teachers to wait so long for their 
public tuition. 

Resides, being put to private disadvatages, 
they are much impeded in the matter of mak- 
ing out their accounts against their patrons, 
for they never know how much public tuition 
to deduct from their accounts before present- 
ing them to their patrons. 

For this and many other reasons an effort 


has been started by the _ teachers, 
with Commissioner Hook, to assist 
them, to secure such legislation 


as may adjust matters more to their favor. 

Commissioner Hook has received many in- 
guiries from teachers and county school com- 
missioners about the matter, and has been 
seeking, through many ways, to bring about 
their relief. 

The matter was carried before the last meet- 
ing of the teachers at their state convention 
by Mr. J, W. Roberts, county school commis- 
sioner of Burke county. 

At that meeting a resolution was passed 
providing for the appointment of a 
committee of teachers to go _ before 
the next legislature and ask for such legisla- 
tion as will allow them to borrow enough 
money from other funds in the state’s treasury 
to pay at least half the public tuitionin July and 
pay the remaining half when the taxes are 
paid in December, also paying back at that 
time the amount borrowed from the other 
fund in July out of the schoo) fund. 

THE PLAN WON’T WORK. 

_“Ttisa plan that will not prove practica- 
ble,’’ says Mr. Hugh N. Starnes, assistant com- 
missioner of education. 

“It is a good idea, but any one familiar with 
the situation, knows that it won’t work, for 
the simple reason that there is absolutely no 
money in the state’s treasury at the time men- 


tioned. If the money could have been 
borrowed from any ° other fund 
in the treasury in July, Commissioner 


Hook would have done it long ago, and paid 
off half of the school tuition in the summer, 
as desired by the teachers. He has been work- 
ing for justsucha scheme himself, but itis 
not possible to get the money for the schools, 
oreven half of it, until the state taxes are 
paid.” 
A BETTER SCHEME. 

_“T think a better scheme, and surely the 
only feasible one, is for the state to 
levy a special tax of one mill 
on the total digest of the state’s property, 
which will give the matterastart. This will 
place about $400,000 in the treasury which 
could be kept until July, and would be enough 
to pay off fifty per cent. of the public tuition; 
as desired, at that time. Then when the reg- 
ular taxes are paid in the next December, half 
of the school fund could be used to finish pay- 
ing up the teachers, and the other half put 
aside for the next July to pay the first half of 


Ahe tuition again. 


“There are many advantages of a law like 
this. It would be of untold benefit and con- 
venience to the hundreds of teachers in the 
state, but further still it would putin circula- 
tion $400,000 in the various arteries of trade in 
the state just at that dull portion of the sum- 
mer as would be of even greater advantages to 
the storekeeper and farmer alike. 

* “Some such law ought to be passed. Judge 
Hook is powerless to answer the demands of 
the teachers until same such steps are taken.’’

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“THEY ‘STRUCK OIL. . 


THE STRANGE FIND OF A GANG J 
LABORERS YESTERDAY. 


While oe Sa the Exeavations for the Site 
of the(Building on Whitehall Street 
They Strike an Oil Well. 


An oil well in Atlanta. 

And this is no joke. 

About noon yesterday the laborers employed 
on the new building being erected by Mr. EK. 
P. Chamberlin, on Whitehall street, struck 
an oil well. 

The first man that stuck his pick into the 
well drew back with an expression of disgust. 

“TI smells sump’n that stinks like kerosene,’’ 
he remarked. 

And as he spoke he peered down into the 
hole which his pick had penetrated, and the 
smell of gas almost overpowered him. 

An investigation was made, and it was found 
that the workmen, in digging the foundations 
for the building, had opened an old oil ‘well, 
which had been covered up during the last 
twenty years, and had passed from the memory 
of the citizens who do business near the spot. 

The oil well was found to be a tank, six by 
eight feet and fourteen feet deep, sunk twenty 

wears ago by John T. Hagan, who was at that 

time the principal dealer in kerosene oil in the 
city. The well, or tank, was lined with sheet 
lead and the sheeting was foundin an. excel- 
lent state of preservation yesterday when the 
well was opened. 

While tn business Mr. Hagan kept his well 
filled with oil, and had a pipe rum to his place 
of business on Whitehall street,-with which to 
supply his customers. 

When he left Whitehall street Hagan forgot 
to fill up his oil well, and it has remained 
there forgotten through all these many years. 

* The soil for a hundred feet around was found 
to be so thoroughly saturated with the oil and 
gas that the stench was intolerable. 

It was a ‘‘fake,’’ but the alleged discovery 
of an oil wa} on Whitehall street attracted a 
large crowd, and the excitemext grew 60 great 
that it was necessary to make a full explana- 
tion of the particulars of the discovery. 

The oil well is an ancient one, and it is only 
due to the penetrativeness of the kerosene, 
thatthe surrounding earth was saturated with 
it, and caused the excitement. 

Cart load after cart load of dirt is being car- 
ried out of the alley, all of it so thoroughly 
permeated with the oil that it is slick and 
greasy looking, and has the smell of sewer 
gas and a combination of the odors of a skunk 
and a mink in its make up. 

The leaden lining is intact, and will prob- 
ably be worth a small sum to those who are 
having the work done. 

But the dream of oil wealth has fallen, and 
the expectations of those who first scented the 
phenomenon have vanished like the dew of 
the morning.
